British Admit Widespread 
Damage — Night Attack 
Is Followed by Day 
Without Alarms. 


LONDON, Dec. 39 (AP).—German 
air raiders concentrated the full 
force of a night-long assault on 
Londor last night and early today, 
swelling the toll of casualties and 
ruin in the capital which was kept 
under alarm more than 12 hours. 

Except for a pre-dawn lull when 
the fog rolled in, the city was 


rocked by explosions and lighted by 
fires and shell-bursts from evening 
until early morning. 

(German sources said the attack 
was the heaviest since the raids 
on Lond6én began last September. 
They said German bombers from 
airdromes throughout German-held 
Holland, Belgium and _ “France 
joined in the onslaught.) 

The heavy attack was followed 
by an alarmiess, raidless day in 
London. The quiet extended into 
the darkness tonight, past the usual 
time for night raiders to approach. 
Elsewhere in England, save for the 
counties surrounding London, the 
lull has been unbroken since Fri- 
day. 

A communique of the Air and 
Home Security Ministries late to- 
day said merely: “There is nothing 
to report.” 

It was believed the number of

Navy Chief Out 

As Italy Seeks 
War Speed-Up 

Mussolini Aeatate 


Admiral Riccardi

ROME, Dec. 9 (AP).—Fascist au- 


\thorities asserted tonight that the 


shakeup in the Italian high com- 
mand would speed Italy’s war ef- 
forts by making the nation’s war 
machine faster and more efficient. 

A statement issued in Govern- 
mént circles said it would be a mis- 
take to look for “dangerous symp- 
toms, indications of discord and 
possible delays” in Premier Musso- 


lini’s action of “changing the 
guard.” 

Confidence that the Italian people 
would maintain their faith in Mus- 
solini, the army and its command- 
ers was expressed in the statement, 
replying to interpretations abroad 
which presumably had _ suggested 
the possible weakening of Italian 
morale. 

Change in Navy Command. 

Meanwhile the navy, as well as 
the army, functioned under new 
command. 

Admiral Arturo Riccardi, 62 years 
old, became naval chief of staff and 
Undersecretary of the Navy—Mus- 
solini holds the naval portfolio him- 
self—following the resignation yes- 
terday of Admiral Domenico Cavag- 
nari. Admiral Angelo Jacchini was 
given the title “Commander of the 
Fleet on the Sea,” and Admiral Ini- 
go Campione was made Vice Chief 
of the Naval Staff. 

In the midst of the series of 
changes—which placed two army 
leaders, Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
and Gen. Cesare Maria de Vecchi 
Count di Val Cismon, and a naval 
leader on the retired list in three 
days—all at their “own request”— 
Mussolini lost two of his Generals 
in an airplane crash in Northern 
Italy Saturday. 

One was Gen. Aldo Pellegrini, 52, 
his Chief of Civil Aviation, the 
other Gen. Pietro Pintor, 60, head 
of the Armistice Commission deal- 
ing with France.

The Navy Department said today 
the German freighter Idarwald had 
been captured by the British cruiser 
Diomede after an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to run the British blockade 


from Mexico. 

Navy sources said the British 
warship seized the Idarwald after 
the crew of the German vessel had 
attempted to fire and scuttle it. 
The British were said to have put 
out the fire. 

Navy officials declined to discifss 
any further details. 

State Department officials made 
no comment on the fact that the ac- 
tion took place within the Ameri- 
ca.. neutrality belt. 


HAVANA, Cuba, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
The 5033-ton German freighter Idar- 
wald, its attempt to run the British 
blockade a failure, was in British 


hands today. . 

A British cruiser intercepted the 
Idarwald yesterday off the south 
Cuban coast, well within the Ameri- 
can neutrality belt. 

Earlier, Cuban reports had left 
in doubt the fate of the vessel, 
which sailed from Tampico, Mexico, 
Nov. 29, en route to Spain. 

The Cuban navy said the ship 
was reported sinking after being 
torpedoed, the crew escaping in 
small boats. 

London Declines Comment. 

(In London, British official cir- 
cles declined comment on the Idar- 
wald incident.) 

The fate of the crew was not 
krown and the Cuban navy depart- 
ment said it had no reports from 
the south coast to indicate that the 
men had reached safety.

Ratber than by direct assault; it was 
disclosed, the inland base was occu- 
pied after it had been flanked from 
east and west, forcing the Italians 
to withdraw. 

Part of the city had been burned 
by the Italians before they fled, but 
the amount of captured war mate- 
rial was said to be enormous and to 
include 12 full batteries of aban- 
doned artillery. 

After six weeks of fighting, the 
Greeks have driven the Italian in- 
vaders completely from their soil 
and pushed their own counterinva- 
sion across about 20 per cent of Al- 
bania’s Italian-held territory. The 
exact position of the Greek van- 
guards is a military secret, but of- 
ficials say the rate of the Greek ad- 
vance is increasing. 


Two of Six Cities Taken. 

Two of Albania’s six cities with 
normal populations of more than 
10,000—Koritza, in the north, the 
country’s third largest city, and 
Argyrocastro, the fifth—have been 
taken. Each of them has two air- 
dromes. Porto Edda, which the 
Greeks also hold, is one of Albania’s 
four seaports, 

One estimate several days ago 
Placed the cash value of captured 
war materials at about $10,000,000.

RULING DENIED AFL 
BY SUPREME COURT 


ON POWERS OF NLRB 
Continued From Page One. 


Judge Federal court held that the 
State’s anti-monopoly legislation 
violated the National Copyright 
Act. The lower court asserted that 
an act was unconstitutional “which 
compels the owner of a copyright to 
offer it for sale in a certain way, 
and if he fails so to do to take it 
from him without compensation.” 

Also today, the Supreme Court set 
aside the conviction of five Utica 
(N. ¥.) men charged with supply- 
ing illicit distillers with sugar, 
yeast or cans. They had been 
convicted in a United States District 
Court of conspiracy to violate in- 
ternal revenue laws. Justice Stone, 
in the opinion, defined “the gist of 
the offense of conspiracy” 4s 
“agreement among the conspira- 
tors to commit an offense attended 
by an act of one or more of the 
conspirators to effect the object of 
the conspiracy.” 


Mortgage Litigation Ruling. 


In another opinion, the eourt 
ruled that the Frazier-Lemke Farm 
Mortgage Moratorium Act permits 
a public sale of distressed land, at 
which sale the creditor is entitled 
to bid. 


Justice Douglas delivered the de- 
cision that held that the holder of 
a mortgage had a right to purchase 
at the sale and “to receive credit 
for the indebtedness of the debtor 
in satisfagtion of the purchase 
price and with the privilege of the 
debtor to redeem within 90 days 
upon payment of the sales price 
and interest.” No dissent was an- 
nounced. 

The decision was delivered on liti- 
gation growing out of contentions 
of an Indiana farmer that he had 
the right to retain possession of 
land by paying the valuation placed 
on it by the Bankruptcy Court. 

Counsel for the farmer—James 
M. Wright of Jay County, Indiana 
—contended that if he did not have 
the right to redeem then “hundreds 
of thousands of ‘distressed farmer- 
debtors’ will be driven from their 
homes, as helpless as lambs.” 


Interpretation of State Law. 

A Federal Court is bound to fol- 
low the interpretation of State law 
given by an inferior State court, 
in the absence of a ruling by the 
highest State court, the Supreme 
Court held. 

Justice Stone delivered the opin- 
ion, which clarified the Court’s 
far-reaching decision in 1938 that 
“except in matters governed by the 
Federal Constitution or by acts of 
Congress the law to be applied in 
any case is the law of the State.” 

The 1938 decision, which reversed 
an opinion delivered 96 years ear- 
lier, added that “whether the law 
of the State shall be declared by 
its Legislature in a statute or by 
its highest court in a decision ‘is 
not a matter of Federal concern.” 

The question whether Federal 
courts should follow inferior State 
court rulings, when the highest 
State court had not acted, was pre- 
sented to the Supreme Court in a 
group of four cases involving local 
questions in New Jersey, Ohio, 
Missouri and California. . 

Justice Stone, who delivered one 
of the opinions, said “a Federal 
Court is not free to reject the 
State rule merely because it has 
not received the sanction of the 
highest State court, even though 
it thinks the rule is unsound in 
principle or that another is prefer- 
able.” 


In another of the cases, Chief 
Justice Hughes said:

Wilham Fuller Could Be 
Sentenced to Death in 
Murder of Ruth Gornek 
—vJury Being Picked. 


William Louis Fuller ITI, 15 years 
old, went to trial today in Clayton 
for the murder of Ruth Gornek, 
1F-year-old University City school 
girl, who was strangled and beat- 


en to death in the woods near He- 
man Park June 26. The boy, who 
will be 16 on March 3 next, admit- 
ted and later denied the charge, 
when questioned by police. 

Impaneling of a jury to try the 
boy began in Circuit Judge John J. 
Wolfe’s court, after Prosecuting At- 
torney Stanley Wallach and the 
counsel appointed by th- court for 
the young prisoner announced they 
were ready. Former Judge Aman- 
dus Brackman and J. C. Hoester 
Jr., city attorney of Kirkwood, rep- 
resent the defense. 

Young Fuller, taken into the 
courtroom after court had con- 
vened, failed to take off his hat, 
which was removed for him by an 
attendant, and sat picking his teeth 
while the men summoned for jury 
He 
wore a brown tweed suit and brown 
hat, with blue shirt and blue tie. 

The panel of 30 was completed 
shortly before 2 p. m. and court 
was adjourned until tomorrow, 
when the jury will be selected. 

A ruling of Judge Wolfe, who 
presided also in Juvenile Court 
when young Fuller was first ar- 
raigned last July, sent the case from 
Juvenile Court to be tried with the 
same procedure and possible penal- 
ties as in the case of an adult. 

He was indicted on the first-de- 
gree murder charge Nov. 7, having 
been held previously on a warrant 
making the same charge. The crime 
charged is punishable on conviction 
by death in the State gas chamber, 
or by life imprisonment. If the 
case were handled in Juvenile Court, 
a reformatory sentence would be 
admissible. 

Ruth Gornek was waylaid after 
her departure from the Heman 
Park swimming pool. The body was 
found in weeds on property of the 
street car company near the Creve 
Coeur car line. It was found by 
her brother, Gus Gornek, after an 
all-night search. The family lived 
at 740 Westgate avenue. 

Fuller was arrested on suspicion 
after he turned over to police: the 
girl’s bathing suit and cap, which 
he said he had found while with 
twc other boys. He had a record 
f.. juvenile delinquency dating 
back to 1933, when he was arrested 
for taking mail from apartment 
house boxes.

ARE ONE WHERE TAX 
DEDUCTIONS FIGURE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
The Government's contention that 
a husband and wife must be con- 
sidered separate persons—instead 
of one—in computing deductions 
for a joint Federal income tax re- 
turn was overruled today by the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Chief Justice Hughes delivered 
the opinion in three cases chal- 
lenging the Justice Department's 


interpretation of the 1934 revenue 


law. 

No dissent was announced. 

In one case, involving Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry W. Taft of New York, 
the Government claimed that the 
limitation on the deduction for 
contributions to charities to 15 per 
cent of the net income must be 
computed with reference to the 
separate incomes of the husband 
and wife and not on their com- 
bined income. 

Mrs. Taft claimed a deduction of 
$3022 for 1934 and 1935. This was 
reduced to $4.11 and a $1550 defi- 
ciency was assessed against the 
pair. 

In the other two cases, the Gov- 
ernment contended that capital 
losses sustained by a husband or 
wife could not be deducted from 
Capital gains made by the other 
party to the marriage.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
The War Department was reported 
today to be preparing a_ general 
revision of schedules for mobiliz- 
ing the rest of the National Guard, 
with the intention of delaying calls 
for most of the 126,000 men who 
were to have donned uniforms in 
January. 

Lags in the construction of camps 


because of bad weather, strikes and 
other factors were blamed. In some 
cases an inadequate water supply 
has made it necessary to alter ear- 
lier plans for handling an increased 
number of troops at several centers. 

Military circles heard that confi- 
dential] general instructions to alter 
original plans already had gone out 
to division and other commanders 
preparing to mobilize between Jan. 
3 and Jan. 19, but the War Depart- 
ment refused confirmation. 


Early Stimson Announcement. 


Secretary of War Stimson an- 
nounced on Oct. 17 that the War 
Department program then called 
for mobilization of a fifth group 
of National Guard units, composed 
of eight divisions and 81 regiments 
or other units, Jan. 3-19. The sixth 
and final contingent of nearly 4000 
men was to be ordered into service 
about Feb. 3. 

Original schedules were fulfilled 
to a great extent by the guard units 
already mobilized, although a few 
units called to active duty last 
month had to be held at their home 
stations pending completion of 
camp facilities. 


Recently, however, the guard 
mobilization program, like the 
army’s general expansion, has been 
plagued by delays. Under the 
schedules announced by Stimson, 
90,000 selective service trainees were 
to have been inducted by the end 
of the year, whereas now only about 
20,000. are expected to be in uni- 
form. - 

Unexpected developments have 
forced alterations in plans for Na- 
tional Guard camps and a score of 
replacement centers which were 
due to open in March for the mass 
training of drafted men. 

Setting of New Dates. 

Officials said the mobilization 
dates for both the National Guard 
and selective service trainees de- 
pended on recommendations of 
corps area commanders, based on 
the prospects that adequate hous- 
ing would be available on _ time. 
The intention has been stated re- 
peatedly to mobilize men only as 
facilities are prepared. 

The delays appear to have de- 
veloped since Stimson’s detailed 
Oct. 17 report on army housing. 
He said then that “thus far every

tended conference, Graves ap- 
peared and told the Court that in 
view of the outcome of the ouster 
proceeding, “Iam notin a position 
to contest any disciplinary action.” 
He disclosed that he previously had 
conveyed word of his position to 
the Court. 


Graves said he desired to waive 
the issue of any citation, if such a 
move was contemplated, and asked 
the Court to take judicial notice 
of the record of the ouster pro- 
ceeding. 

Judge Leedy said that in this 
connection three of the five mem- 
bers of the State Bar Advisory 
Committee, which supervises en- 
forcement of the court’s rules for 
regulation of the practice of law, 
had disqualified themselves as to 
any inquiry concerning disciplinary 
action against Graves and had 
asked the Court to appoint three 
other members to serve in any 
such inquiry. 

He said the members who dis- 
qualified themselves were J. C. 
Grover of Kansas City, former law 
office associate of Graves; Henry 
E. Sheppard of Butler, boyhood 
friend of Graves, and O. W. Wat- 
kins of St. Joseph, formerly a cli- 
ent of Graves. The other two mem- 
bers are Fred W. Hulse, chairman, 
of Sedalia, and Grover C. Sibley of 
St. Louis. 


On Court’s Action. 


Judge Leedy said the Court had 
power to cite an attorney for dis- 
ciplinary purposes, on its own mo- 
tion, but had decided to dispose of 
the case in the manner announced, 
after conferences.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
While members of Congress dis- 
cussed prevention of production de- 
lays due to tsrikes and defense of- 
ficials called for speedups in re 
arming, the War Department found 
itself faced today with a carpen- 
ters’ union strike on the $4,500,000 
building it has under construction 
here. 

Eighty carpenters and 80 help- 
ers walked out in a jurisdictional 
dispute with the wood and metal 
lathers union over who should in- 
stall backing for metal bases on 
the building. 

The dispute, between two Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor organiza- 
tions, was referred to conciliators 
of the Labor Department. 

The strike was called by Frank 
Howard, business agent for the 
local carpenters’ union. The new 
building will house the army’s na- 
tional headquarters. 

Chairman Sumners (Dem.), Texas, 
told .the House today that its judi- 
ciliary committee would watch 
strikes in defense industries closely 
for the next few weeks to be ready 
to propose whatever legislation 
might be necessary to stop them. 

Since the country has  sub- 
scribed to peacetime conscription 
and indorsed appropriation of huge . 
sums for national defense, Sumners 
said, it “will not stand for one 
split second” for any paralysis of 
defense plant operations “on which 
the safety of this nation may de- 
pend.” 

A sub-committee of the judiciary 
group, he related, has been named 
to keep in touch with agencies and 
persons interested in keeping face 
tories producing and the full com- 
mittee will be prepared to take 
action on its own initiative at any 
time, he added. 

The committee already has 
asked the Justice, Labor, War and 
Navy Departments and the De- 
fense Commission for suggestions 
for corrective legislatio-. Sumners 
said that Attorney-General Jackson, 
Secretary of Labor Perkins and a 
Defense Commission spokesman 
had replied that they had nothing 
to offer at this time. 


Green Demands Place for Labor on 
All Defense Boards. 

LAKELAND, Fla., Dec. 9 (AP). 
—President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor de- 
manded today, that labor “Be taken 
more largely ipto the confidence of 
the Governmént” in the national 
defense program. 

Addressing the quadrennial con- 
vention of the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners of Amer- 
ica Green abandoned his usual 
calm, deliberate delivery to shout 
his demand, giving emphasis with 
clenched, upraised fist. 

“We maintain,” he asserted, “that 
labor should be represented on ev- 
ery board created by this Govern- 
ment for the promotion of our de- 
fense program. For some reason 
or other, I know not what, labor 
has been given practically no rep- 
resentation whatsoever.”

‘OF DRAFTED MEN 


Officials Find No Reason 
for Alarm — Expect Fig- 
ure to Fall Between 5 
and 10 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Doctors at army induction centers 
have rejected 10 to 28 per cent of 
the prospective soldiers passed by 
physicians for local draft boards, 
authoritative sources disclosed to- 
day. ) 

Officials at selective service 
headquarters said this showing was 
no cause for alarm. The whole busi- 
ness is new to most of the local ex- 
aminers, they said, and the percent- 
age of rejections by army doctors 
can be expected to fall between 5 
and 10 per cent eventually. 

The officials took advantage of 
a lull in inductions, however, to 
drive home to local draft officials 
ana uraftees these lessons learned 
in the trial run of the selective serv- 
ice machinery: 

1. Men passed by local medical 
examiners should not quit their jobs 
immediately. Instead, they should 
ask for leaves from their work until 
they have passed the examinations 
at induction centers and received 
final assurance that they are in 
the army. 

2. The doctors for the local 
boards, who are donating their serv- 
ices to the country, must become 
more familiar with the regulations 
and interpretations. 

Causes of Rejections. 

An initial sampling of rejections 
in all parts of the country—except- 
ing the Southeast, which has not yet 
completed its initial induction— 
showed that more than 30 per cent 
of the men turned down by the 
army’s doctors were rejected on ac- 
count of bad teeth. 

If the high percentage of rejec- 
tions for dental defects should con- 
tinue, army officials would be 
alarmed. 

In World War days, only 6 per 
cent of the rejections by army or 
camp boards and 2% per cent of 
those by the local boards were for 
bad teeth, 

In addition to bad teeth, other 
principal causes of army rejections, 
as indicated by the initial sam- 
pling: were: Mental deficiencies, 8 
per cent; poor vision, 8 to 10 per 
cent, flat feet and other foot trou- 
bles, less than 2 per cent. 

One of the reasons assigned for 
the high percentage of rejections 
at induction centers was the fact 
that local boards and examiners 
had sent along eager volunteers 
waose patriotism they were reluc- 
tant to discourage. 

Another was that local physic- 
ians had taken for granted, in some 
instances, the soundness of men 
they had known since childhood. 
Army doctors, on the other hand, 
are trying their best to get per- 
fect men for trainees* The law 
provides that the men shall go 
into the military reserve after their | 
year ‘of intensive training, and of- 
ficials said that those who had 
border-line defects would not be 
good military material over the 
next 10 years. 

Little Midwest Dental Trouble. 
At present, as in World War 
days, the highest percentage of 
rejections for dental defects is in 
New England. Again, as in 1917- 
18, the Middle West is showing lit- 
tle dental trouble. 

Army doctors speculated that the 
preponderance of indoor, factory 
work in New England might be one 
explanation. Another suggestion 
was that middle-westerners got a 
rougher diet and more sunlight. 
Neglect of dental work during 
the depression was mentioned as 
one possible explanation for the 
general trend indicated by the 
sampling. : 

In any event, there is some feel- 
ing in the service that if the per- 
centage of rejections for dental de- 
fects should continue to be high it; 
might lead to recommendations for 
Federal aid to dental clinics. 


Tests Show Draftees Are More In- 
telligent Than Was Expected. 
FORT DIX, N. J., Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Army draftees of 1940 are more in- 
telligent than officials anticipated, 
says Lieut. George P. Warner, in 
charge of classification tests. 
Tabulation of intelligence tests 
of 2961 men was announced yester- 
day and showed 338 men in the 
Class 1 grouping, the bracket from 
which officer material generally is 
selected. The group was 11 per 
cent of the total examined, com- 
pared with 7 per cent anticipated. 
The greatest number, 42 per 
cent, compared with an expected 
24 per cent, made Class 2. That is 
the group from which some offi- 
cers come “as well as non-commis- 
sioned officers and many bright 
and able clerks and general office 
workers.” 

The Group 3 “middle range” ac- 
counted for 28 per cent instead of 
38. These are the average soldiers, 
the official said, “able to act with- 
out constant supervision.” 
Thirteen per cent instead of 24 
were graded in the next group, and 
6 instead of 7 per cent showed up 
in the lowest ranking. Men selected

Settled 16 centuries ago, Argyro- 
castro is a conglomerate of the very 
old and the new. The ancient sil- 
ver crafts for which the city was 
named (Argyrocastro means ‘silver 
camp’) and became famous through- 
out the Balkans are still carried on. 
A. good highway links the city 
with Tepeleni and the port of Va- 
lona, and with Porto Edda, 15 
miles to the southwest. 

The plague of 1814 nearly wiped 
out Argyrocastro during one of its 
most prosperous periods. 

In the Balkan wars of 1912-13 it 
suffered heavily and later was 
claimed unsuccessfully by the 
Greeks. During the World War, 
when Greece and Italy were allies, 
Argyrocastro was first occupied by 
the Greeks and then by the Italians. 
There, in June, 1917, an Italian 
General proclaimed the independ- 
ence of all Albania under the pro- 
tection of Italy. Later the Italians 
and other foreign forces withdrew 
from the country and its inde- 
pendence was confirmed.

Even Defense Items Will 
Be Given Most Careful 
Scrutiny, Committee 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Work started today on the first of 
the new appropriations bills and 
two leaders of the House Appro- 
priations Committee gave advance 
notice that nothing—not even de- 
fense items—would be considered 
gacred in the hunt for economies. 


As two subcommittees tackled 
the first money bills for the 1942 
fiscal year, Chairman Taylor 
(Dem.), Colorado, said: 

“Everything that can’t be meas- | 
ured by the yardstick of national | 
defense is going to be cut to the 
bone. We are going to give the de- | 
fense bills the most careful scru-) 
tiny, but you can’t adopt a hard 
and fast rule about them. 

“We'll be inclined to go along 
with those defense fellows when 
they come before the committee for 
money. They’re great men and 
ought to know what is best for the 
nation.” — | 

Representative Woodrum (Dem.), | 
Virginia, one of the House economy | 
bloc leaders, echoed Taylor's | 
views, but expressed the opinion 
that “Congress already has over- 
appropriated in almost every in- 
stance for national defense.” 

He said there were indications 
that the army and navy had not 
been able to spend their appropria- 
tions as fast as they had planned. 

“Now is the time for a sort of 
post-audit,” Woodrum said. “It 
may be that a lot of money al- 
ready appropriated and not yet 
used can be diverted to what the 
Generals and Admirals now think 
is the greatest necessity.” 

Woodrum’s subcommittee on in-| 
dependent agencies of the Govern- | 
ment was called together today to. 
start hearings on the 1942 bill. The | 
same measure this year carried | 
$1,120,243,528. Tomorrow another 
subcommittee will begin work on |

SECRETARY PERKINS 
DISCUSSES DEFENSE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins as-| 


serted today that defense needs at 
this time did not warrant a break- 
down'of wage and hour legislation. 

Opening a three-day session of the 
seventh national conference on la- 
bor legislation, she said: 

“There has been loose talk con- 
cerning the hours of work in the 
fair labor standards and public 
contracts acts as a hindrance to 
the defense program, but there is 
no valid reason to undermine the 
wage and hour legislation as de- 
fense needs shape up at this time.” 

She made no mention of a re- 
port yesterday by the navy’s chief 
of supplies and accounts which 


said that the Walsh-Healey Act “con- 


tinues to be a disturbing factor in 


the procurement of some lines of 
Government supplies.” The navy 
officer referred particularly to the 
minimum wage provisions of the 


act which companies accepting 


Government contracts are required 


to observe. 


Miss Perkins continued: “It has 
been said that one reason for the 
collapse of the French republic was 
the adoption of the 40-hour week. 
The French 40-hour week law was 
.a rigid statute which prohibited all 
overtime beyond 40 hours, not only 
for the individual worker, but for 
the entire industrial establishment.” 

The Walsh-Healey act requires 
holders of Government contracts 
‘of more than $10,000 to meet wage 
and hour standards promulgated by 


the Labor Department. 


In his annual report, Rear Ad- 
miral Ray Spear, chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
asserted yesterday that in one in- 
stance involving the Walsh-Healey 
Act a four-month delay resulted 
before a contract could be negotiat- 


ed for 2000 airplane clocks. 


“There are many manufacturers 


who will not bid and take a con- 
tract subject to the Walsh-Healey 
Act and other who will accept all 
provisions of the act except the 
minimum wage determination,” the 
report continued.

But none of these sources prom- 
ises any large immediate increase, 
while the convoys must continue 
operating. The tendency, therefore, 
will be toward larger convoys. and 
toward overworking the escorts.

Air Escort Also Needed. 


As for defense against aircraft, 
obviously this cannot be given for 
a large scattered convoy by the 
guns of the escort.

In 
addition, there must be seaplanes 
and flying boats for patrol duties, 
and long-range fighters for air 
convoy.

Bombs Fires Overcome Blackout and Light 
Up Spires and Towers, but Amateur Fire- 
fighters Gain Control.

DMITTEDLY it was the worst

The blitz began in the gloaming 
and went on all through the night— 
the routine night of terror to which 
London jyhas become so thoroughly 
accustomed. There was no new 
technique about it—nothing to 
make it stand out among a long 
list of attacks save that it marked 
the end of a brief period during 
which the populace got some sleep 
and the morgues were reasonably 
empty. 

The bombers came over, squadron 
after squadron. The sky was bright 
with flares, weaving through a 
luminous basketry of searchlights. 
And the ack-ack (anti-aircraft) 
barked continuously for hours on 
end—not isolated batteries of it, 
put hundreds of guns all across the 
town and in the far reaches of the 
Thames estuary. 

Incendiary. bursts studded the 
horizon at intervals, like fiery flow- 
er pots in a Fourth of July cele- 
bration, and high explosives came 
roaring after to complete the de- 
struction. Broken glass and shell 
fragments rained down into the 
streets as they had not rained for 
many days. Neither the bombs nor 
the storms of old iron were con- 
fined to any particular district. 

Judging from unofficial estimates 
this morning, the raid-—-so far as the 
death list is concerned—was not 
very successful. 

The morning communique of the 
Air Ministry of Home Security an- 
nounced that there had been a se- 
vere attack “on London and sur- 
rounding districts. Many fires were 
started. The fire services put most 
of them out while the attack was 
stillin progress. Considerable dam- 
age was done to buildings, including 
many dwelling houses.”

geysers of flames rising up to dim 
the questing beams of searchlights.

For some time, the town seemed 
blitzed with fire. The air was 
heavy with wood smoke, wisps of 
which clung to the surface of the 
water like steam.

In and out of the noisy barrage 
came the locust murmur of planes, 
the roaring motors of the little fire 
trucks, the clattering flat wheels 
of trams. There, somehow, seemed 
to be ttothing odd about the fact 
that trams should be running about 
in a hail of clunks. In a scene so 
fantastic as this, no detail could 
be considered out of place. 


You might have thought, looking 
at all this, that London would be 
mostly hot ashes by morning but, if 
you thought that, you would not 
have had much experience here- 
abouts. Catastrophes start here so 
often, and so seldom finish. The 
fires on the skyline burned bright- 
ly for a while. Some went out, 
giving place to others, some con- 
tinued to smoulder. But it was 
significant that, without exception, 
all the fires were confined to the 
buildings in. which they started.

On Aviation 


Army and Navy Dif- 
ferences Bar Mass 
Plane Production 
—Boss Needed. 


By MAJ. AL WILLIAMS 
OME day there will be a great 
explosion of public indignation 
when the facts about our air- 
craft production shortages and 
shortcomings become known. 

Lack of a single strong executive 
to head the aircraft production job 
is resulting in unnecessary confu- 
sion and delays. It has made im- 
possible such a standardization of 
contracts and specifications as is 
absolutely essential before the mak- 
ing of planes can ever be put on a 
true mass production basis. 

The two branches of the service 
are now calling for different types 
of planes and parts, thus making 
it impossible for manufacturers to 
tool their plants and deliver stand- 
ard types of planes. And until that 
is done, the manufacture of air- 
planes will be on a custom-made, 
rather than a mass production, 
basis. 

The first thing a real defense 
boss would do would be to bring 
the army and navy. together, study 
their needs and standardize specifi- 
cations for similar items and arti- 
cles.

The army has one type of oil tank 
and oil cooler, and the navy has 
another.

In New York City, draft board doctors are re- 
jecting about 60 per cent of tht men they examine, 
and 20 per cent of those approved are rejected by 
physicians at army camps. A Washington dispatch 
today says that army physicians over the country 
are turning down 10 to 28 per cent of the drafted 
men they examine. Another estimate is that 25 per 
cent of all the drafted men are rejected by the two 


Medical standards for the army must be high, of 
course. Even so, the ratio of men it has been found 
necessary to reject is surprisingly large. These were 
selected individuals between 21 and 35, the age 
period usually considered as the prime for health. 
A true cross-section of their age group would show 
a percentage of crippled and chronically ill men, 
but this was not a random cross-section, since vir- 
tually all were volunteers. All that this showing 
can mean is that the physical condition of the 
general population is far below what it should be. 

There are two reasons for this: insufficient med- 
jeal care and poor diets. A study made for the 
American Medical Association a few years ago by 
its Committee on the Costs of Medical Care showed 
that half our population receives no medical, dental 
or eye treatments. The percentage in the low- 
income groups is even larger. Five-sixths of the 
population receive no physical examinations or pre- 
ventive treatment of any sort. 

Many plans have been proposed for extending 

medical service to the whole population. An ob- 
structionist group of physicians has objected to 
numerous proposals of this sort on the alleged 
ground that they constituted “Socialism” or “state 
medicine.” Some members of Congress have opposed 
Federal programs in behalf of public health be- 
cause of the cost. It is now proposed to appropriate 
$25,000,000 to treat physical defects among drafted 
men, but there is no doubt that an equal expendi- 
ture on preventive medicine would have brought 
far greater benefit& 
The Federal Bureau of Home Economics has esti- 
mated that 45,000,000 Americans in low-income 
groups do not get enough or proper food to remain 
in good physical condition—and this in a country 
that constantly struggles with a surplus of food- 
stuff production. Many physical disabilities are 
traced to lack of fruit, eggs, milk and fresh vegeta- 
} bles, and Government relief efforts, notably. the new 
food-stamp plan, are directed toward correcting this 
condition. 

This is one of the objectives of the minimum-wage 
law and other reforms: to provide incomes large 
enough so that workers may have adequate diets. 
Such diets on the part of the whole population, it is 
often pointed out, would produce such an increased 
demand for foodstuffs that farm incomes and farm 
employment would be greatly increased. 

The public health is a mainstay of national de- 
fense. If that was not generally realized before, 
the fact should be driven home now, in the face of 
the high percentage of physically unfit young men 
disclosed by the draft. Not only defense, but na- 
tional economic progress and individual welfare 
have much at stake in the success of a nation- 
wide drive against malnutrition and preventable 
disease. Appropriations to build up the health of 
conscripts, without adequate steps to prevent these 
conditions, mean an approach to this great national 
problem from the wrong end.

The subject of a marriage health law for Missouri, 
to prevent the spread of venereal disease and the 
birth of infected children, will be before the next 
session of the State Legislature. Its members, and all 
citizens interested in this cause, will find a mine 
of information on it in a recent article by Dr. Lee 
Cady of St. Louis in the Journal of the Missouri State 
Medical Association. 

Dr. Cady has made a careful study of how -such 
laws have worked in other states. Evasions, by 
means of marriages outside the state, have usually 
declined as the provisions of the law became known, 
and as campaigns of education progressed, he finds. 
In its first year, Connecticut’s law was obeyed in 75 
per cent of marriages, by 88.7 per cent in the second 
year, and its fourth year showed a larger number 
of marriages than in two previous decades. In Chi- 
cago, where a venereal diseage education campaign 
had been in progress for two years, the rate of eva- 
sion was more than two-thirds less than elsewhere in 
the State. 

‘A controversy raged at the last session of the 
Missouri Legislature as to whether premarital tests 
should be imposed for both syphilis and gonorrhea 
or for syphilis alone. Dr. Cady shows that tests for 
gonorrhea are not yet fully reliable, are difficult 
for physicians to make, and that requiring them 
leads to a high rate of evasions. Illinofs’ strict law, pro- 
viding for both tests, resulted in a 75 per cent de- 
cline in marriages in the State in its first year. 
Even after slight revision, the marriage rate was 
45 per cent below normal. In Rhode Island, where 
only the syphilis test is required, the marriage rate 
was only 2.7 per cent below normal in the first 
year of the law, and .8 per cent in the second. The 
writer concludes, therefore, that it is unwise to in- 
clude a gonorrhea test_in a marriage law. 

Premarital tests reduce the spread of venereal 
disease considerably, Dr. Cady shows. Connecticut 
found that congenital syphilis cases decreased one- 
third from each preceding year for three successive 
years after the law took effect. About 1600 new 
cases would be prevented annually in Missouri by 
a@ marriage health law and a prenatal blood test 
law, Dr. Cady estimates, and about 2400 other actual 
cases would be discovered and successfully treated 
each year. 

Dr. Cady has built up a solid case for the passage 
of these laws. If the members of the next Legisla- 
ture study his findings, they will inevitably take this 
wise step for the health and happiness of Mis- 
sourians. 
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A HAVEN IN THE VIRGIN ISLANDS? 

State, Justice and Interior department officials are 
said to be at work on a plan to open the Virgin Is- 
lands, the Caribbean group which we purchased from 
Denmark at the time of World War I, to self-sustain- 
ing European political refugees. 

The very announcement that such a plan is being 
discussed is excellent news. Many Americans have 
felt since the outbreak of the war, and even before, 
that the time has come for the United States to offer 
itself once again as a refuge to the political outcasts 
of Europe, in so far as practicable. 

At other periods, refugees from European tyran- 
nies were strong forces in building the free democ- 
racy we have today. The Albert Einsteins and the 
Thomas Manns, the intellectual leaders at the “Uni- 
versity in Exile” and elsewhere in the United States, 
are welcome additions to our democratic ranks. 

The Virgin Islands must be protected against un- 
desirable aliens who might seek to enter as refugees, 
but the State and Justice departments should be able 
to guard against that. Here is a plan of promise. 
We hope to see it take definite, practical form in the 
name of humanity and freedom. 
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ALERTNESS IN THE KANSAS CITY BAR. 

The Kansas City Bar Association shows commend- 
able alertness to the needs of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit in pro- 
posing the appointment of a Missourian to the new 
judgeship. 

The Kansas City lawyers’ organization bases its 
case on a study of the work of the court, which shows 
that although the circuit embraces seven states, vir- 
tually half of the litigation on its docket originates 
in Missouri. Since state law and procedure are reg- 
ularly applied in Federal cases, this means that the 
law, as well as the business of the court, is largely 
that of Missouri. Other things being equal, a man 
trained in the procedure of this State will be better 
fitted to tarry on the duties of Judge. 

The test is not geography: geography should never 
be the test of a judicial appointment. It is ability 
to serve the cause of justice and, under the control- 
ling conditions, a court of seven Judges should have 
two Missourians. Missouri now has only Presiding 
Judge Kimbrough Stone, much of whose energy must 
necessarily be devoted to administering the court. 

The Kansas City Bar Association’s action suggests 
that other legal organizations might well take a 
similar stand. As this vacant judgeship is going to 
be filled before long, now is the time to call the at- 
tention of the appointing authority to the pertinent 
facts. 
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AN INLAND WATERWAYS ACHIEVEMENT. 

By order of the United States Supreme Court, 
flow of water from Lake Michigan into the Great 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf waterway was increased last week 
from 1500 to 10,000 cubic feet a second. As this in- 
creased flow continues for only 10 days and is in- 


out the sludge which has accumulated in the Illinois 
waterway near Joliet, it is experimental in nature 
and essentially local in application. 

The Supreme Court order, however, has a broader 
value. Heretofore Michigan, Wisconsin, Ohio and 
other Great Lakes states, which have opposed an in- 
crease in diversion, have taken the position that the 
Supreme Court order of 10 years ago, fixing the flow 
at 1500 feet a second, was irrevocable.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ONTRAST is always interesting, partic- 
Cusaryy when the passage of time is the 

influence behind it. Thus, in connection 
with the St. Louis problem of smoke elim- 
ination, it is extremely interesting to com- 
pare present-day psychology with that of 
St. Louisans 10 years ago. 

Then, as now, St. Louisans realized that 
we lived under conditions that were not con- 
ducive to progress, good health or comfort, 
because of the continuous blanket of smoke 
that contaminated the atmosphere from Oc- 
tober .to April. The public, however, was 
not sufficiently sold on the possibility of 
rectifying this condition to permit vigorous 
action, and, therefore, our municipal gov- 
ernment was afraid for fear it would get a 
lion by- the tail. . 

A group of citizens, however, feeling that 
public opinion must by crystallized in favor 
of doing something about a problem that 
had been discussed for many years, organ- 
ized the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement League. 
Under the leadership of Harold Bixby, $250,- 
000 was raised from citizens and from inter- 
ested business houses to be expended for a 
comprehensive educational campaign to 
teach ¢he householders and industrial plants 
how to properly fire their furnaces and heat- 
ing plants, and to visualize for them the 
advantages of both mechanical equipment 
and the use of smokeless fuel. Similar ac- 
tivity had been indulged in before, but never 
as vigorously or as comprehensively. 


was then approached, a man of wide iftflu- 
ence, whose name I will not mention, made 
the statement that he was glad to see smoke 
coming out of the chimneys because smoke 
meant that St. Louis was a prosperous in- 
dustrial city. Opinions of this sort were 
shared by many other leading men. Even 
| the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, while 
it did not oppose the smoke abatement 
movement, did not lend its enthusisatic sup- 
port because the directors of the chamber 
were afraid that many of its members might 
resign. Some of my own associates voiced 
objections to my activities as president of 
the Smoke Abatement League, on the theory 
that our business was dependent upon pub- 
lic good will. 

Ten years have changed many viewpoints, 
and have corrected much fallacious think- 
ing. Industrialists today recognize that the 
elimination of smoke not only in its rela- 
tionship to civic progress and its effect on 
health, contentment, is essential, but know 
that in the long run, it is economical. The 
accounting records of these industrial con- 
cerns give proof for this opinion. It will 
not be long before the small householders, 
as well, will recognize that the higher ini- 
tial cost of fuel does not mean an ultimate 
higher cost in living because, as Mr. Ford 
brought out, better fuel carries with it a 
proportionate heat value. 

* - 


It, however, has been difficult to eval- 
uate these savings in dollars and cents. I 
find, in my files, a letter which will prove 
illuminating. It is a letter which I re- 
ceived 10 years ago from the head of a 
large chain of hotels. The letter states that 
the hotel in St. Louis expended 10 times 
as much for wall washing, papering and 
cleaning per room per year as was ex- 
pended in other hotels in other cities. 

As civilization advances, modes of life ac- 
ceptable in the past become unthinkable. 
Few men and women in St. Louis, without 
respect to their station in life or the size of 
their pocketbook, would go back 40 years 
and be satisfied to bathe in the dirty water 
which alone was available in St. Louis be- 
fore our modern municipal filtering system 
was constructed. Such municipal activities 
cost money, but they are conducive to bet- 
ter health. Therefore, they result in a great- 
er happiness, which, after all, is the objec- 
tive inewhich every human being is prima- 
rily interested. 

All programs of this sort, which, at first, 
seem to carry an additional expense to the 
individual, nevertheless, result in human 
progress, which brings increased employ- 
ment and greater prosperity, a higher plane 
of living. The money spent in the achieve- 
ment of this prosperity ultimately finds its 
way back into the same pockets from which 
it originally came. Sooner or later, this eco- 
nomic truism will be fully understood and 
the people will then appreciate that the be- 
lief formerly held by many—that smoke 
abatement would prove an economic hard- 
ship—was just an illusion. If our citizens 
do not become impatient and will maintain 
full confidence in the efforts of the men 
now active in smoke abatement, I am satis- 
fied that the fight against smoke will soon 
be won. SIDNEY R. BAER.

What results were ob- 
tained—lost when the depression came— 
were possible only because of the burning 
zeal and untiring efforts of such public- 
spirited citizens as Mrs. Marion Clifford 
Blossom, Mrs. Harvey G. Mudd, Prof. Alex- 
ander Langsdorf, Mrs. John Fowler and 
many others. The movement at that time 
was purely a citizens’ movement and did 
not have the authority and prestige of the 
city administration behind it, nor a smoke 
ordinance with teeth in it. What results 
were attained were due entirely to the co- 
operation which the league obtained volun- 
tarily, not only from individual citizens, but 
from groups of citizens organized in im- 
provement associations throughout the city. 
Today, on the other hand, Mr. Ford said in 
a recent letter, the municipal government 
and the Smoke Elimination Committee are 
functioning under a very definite mandate 
from the people.

Irvin, former newspaper writer 
and World War veteran, who was 
in Berlin during the first eight 
months of the present war, was of 
the opinion also that morale was 
low in Germany, that morale _ in 
England was much higher. 

“It’s one thing to spend the night 
in an air-raid shelter in London 
and get up to a good breakfast,” he 
said, “and quite another thing to 
get up in Berlin to a breakfast of 
several slices of sour bread and er- 
satz coffee from roasted barley.” 
Before his return to this country 
a month ago; Irvin broadcast ‘in 
London for the British Broadcast- 
ing Co. He represented the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. in Berlin. 
In 1935 he went to Geneva as 
American press officer of the In- 
ternational Labor Office of the 
League of Nations.

Laval’s Deal With Hitler. 


HE spirit of independence must 
Tre encouraged in France  be- 

cause, if it weakens, Laval will 
carry the day in the perpetual see- 
saw of influences within the Vichy 
Government. If Laval wins, he will 
unquestionably embark on military 
collaboration with Nazi Germany, 
allowing the Axis Powers to use 
the French Mediterranean colonies 
as bases, offering the French fleet 
to “protect” those bases, and other- 
wise fulfilling the terms of his abor- 
tive deal with Hitler of a month 
ago. lLaval’s failure at that time 
was what made possible a change 
in our relations with Vichy, by 
showing the President and his ad- 
visers that the Vichy administra- 
tion was not wholly committed to 
Laval’s program. 

The new policy is really a three 
point plan: (1) To convince the 
French leaders and people they will 
sacrifice American friendship by 
succumbing to the German demand 
for military collaboration, but to as- 
sure them of our support if they 
continue to resist; (2) to give tangi- 
ble evidence of our good will by 
relief distribution and _ in other) 
ways; (3) to make it more diffi- 
cult for Laval and his group to dis- 
pose of the colonies, by strengthen- 
ing the colonials and meeting the 
desires of their leader, Marshal

Because the 
French now feel friendless and 
alone, they place a special value on 
American friendship. Within the 
circle of policymakers at Wash- 
ington therefore, several have fav- 
ored a public reaffirmation of this 
country’s position. 
Petain Probably Deceived. 
OR the present, however, less 
openly brusque methods are 
preferred. Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull has already sent Mar- 
shal Petain a private but remark- 
ably firm statement of American 
policy, which the Marshal received 
with such signs of astonishment 
that there can be little doubt he 
had been deceived by his colleagues. 

All the few available channels 
are being used to convey the same 
information to the French public. 
And when Admiral Leahy reaches 
his post, he has instructions to 
seize every opportunity to make 
our stand clear. Unless these rep- 
resentations seem successful, there 
will prc%ably be no attempt to put 
the new policy’s second point into 
practice, even if the British Min- 
istry of Economic Warfare consents 
to let relief ships bound for France 
pass the blockade. Point three will 
be acted on, however, no matter 
what the course of events may be 
in Metropolitan France. 

Marshal Petain is generally ad- 
mitted to have been moved by re- 
spect for French public opinion 
when he refused assent to Laval’s 
deal with Hitler. And Laval is now 
using every resource at his com- 
mand to sway public opinion to his 
side. 

His resources are great, and his 
methods are fairly brutal. For in- 
stance, hardly a family in France 
does not have a father, son or a 
brother in the German prison 
camps. Gradual release of these 
prisoners was arranged. Then, sud- 
denly, orders were given to release 
‘he one. Equally suddenly, the evac- 
uation of Lorraine was ordered, 
and trainloads of Lorrainers, driven 
from their homes by force, began 
to arrive in unoccupied France. 
There is little doubt here these 
episodes were fixed up between 
Laval and Otto Abetz, the German 
Ambassador-Gauleiter in Paris, with 
the purpose of giving Laval the 
credit of getting the two orders 
countermanded, which he quickly 
and dramatically did. 

By such methods, Laval may 
perhaps succeed in the end. He 
would certainly succeed if the real 
prizes, the colonies, were within 
easy grasp. Fortunately, they are 
not. And if the new American pol- 
icy is pursued, Laval’s task will

People Must Sacrifice to Pre- 
serve Government, Norwe- 
gian Leader Warns. 


Hambro, president of the Norwegian 
Parliament and of the League of 
Nations Assembly, said last night in 
a Liberal Forum lecture at the 
Y. M. H. A-~Y¥. W. H. A, 

“We take for granted rights for 
which countries have fought and 
bled and died,” he said. “Instead 
of trying to give all we can to our 
Government, we try to get all we 
can from it. 

“Dictators make a strong appeal 
to youth when they ask them to 
sacrifice their own petty ambitions 
for some larger ideal, giving them 


the opportunity of doing some- 
thing, of feeling a common cause. 
If democracies hope to survive, 
they must prove that they have 
a stronger national discipline and 
willingness to. sacrifice than exists 
in the enslaved states. If they are 
unable to inculcate that feeling, 
ddinocracies will pass through dis- 
asters none of us can foresee.” 


Reviews Battle of Norway. 


Reviewing the battle of Norway, 
Hambro pointed out that the Ger- 
man invasion came without the 
slightest warning. There had been 
no quarrel with Germany, no diplo- 
matic pressure or ultimatum of any 
‘kind. Norway’s conscript army had 
been demobilized at the close of 
the Russian-Finnish war, he said, 
and the country felt especially se- 
cure last April because agreements 
had just been concluded with both 
Germany and the Allies. 

“Nevertheless, the attack on Nor- 
way cost Germany one-third of its 
Navy, including many of its largest 
and most modern ships,” he said. 
“They lost at least 67,000 men, by 
the most conservativ@ estimates. 
They made no attempt to bury en- 
listed men, but simply placed large 
numbers of bodies in woodén build- 
ings and set them afire. The cem- 
etery for German officers at Oslo 
is the largest in the North Coun- 
tries—it contains 73 acres.” 


About “Fifth Columns.” 


Hambro denied that any “fifth 
column” existed among Norway’s 
native population, and said the 
Nazi leader, Quisling, had received 
only six one-hundredths of 1 per 
cent of the votes in the last elec- 
tion. He noted that Norway’s re- 
sistance after invasion lasted long- 
er than that of Poland or France. 

Today, he said, the German Army 
of Occupation in Norway numbers 
400,000 ‘men, who are rotated con- 
stantly “so they won’t acquire any 
dangerous liberal ideas.” 

The Norwegian Government in 
London, meanwhile, is continuing 
to fight as an ally of England. 
Planes ordered before the invasion 
are now in service, he said, and 
others are being flown from Los 
Angeles to Canada, where  Nor- 
wegian aviators are being trained. 
Torpedo boats are in service in the 
English Channel, and Norway’s 
merchant marine, third largest in 
the world, is helping England with- 
stand the German blockade.

—beats any hysteria in the whole 
of our history and that is going 
soe. 

One thing at least is certain. We 
need total American rearmament 
and we are not getting it half fast 
enough.

Edward V. Underwood, a deco- 
rator, who was serving as chauf- 


feur for Mrs. Mabel Stubbs and 
Miss Lela Williams when the three 
were held up in Forest Park Nov. 
28, the robber taking the women’s 
purses but missing $1000 which Mrs. 
Stubbs concealed under her coat, 
admitted to police yesterday that 
he had planned the robbery with 
the holdup man and another man. 

The other two were arrested and 
booked as Joseph Helvey, living in 
the 3400 block of North Twentieth 
street, and Henry R. Carenza, an 
ex-convict, living in the 3900 block 
of Castleman avenue. Helvey ad- 
mitted he was the robber but Ca- 
renza denied participation, police 
said. The three are held pending 
application for robbery warrants. 

Mrs. Stubbs, who lives at 6925 
Berthold avenue, was on the way 
with the money to the tavern of her 
father, George W. Gittins, at Sul- 
phur and Manchester avenues, when 
a man jumped on the running 
board of the car at Hampton ave- 
nue and the Express Highway and 
forced them to turn into Forest 
Park. Mrs. Stubbs pretended to 
faint and removed the money from 
her purse.

But how can we use it to guarantee 
the continuation of our constitu- 
tional form of democracy?”

DIAGNOSIS: Whitman isn't the 
only person worried about this crit- 
ical subject. And well might all of 
us show considerable concern for 
the future of all democratic gov- 
ernment. But don’t fret primarily 
about attack from without. Nations first decay from within. The 
foreign attacks are usually but final events in a long chain of 
dry rot and mora) degeneracy which have destroyed democratic 
idealism long before the alien hosts hoist different flags over the 
national Capitols. Remember, too, that democracy is an “abnor- 
mal” form of government! It rests on the Golden Rule, for no 
other doctrine ever grants equa! rights and liberties to minorities, 
whether religious, racial or political. The normal reaction among 
animals and human beings is “dog eat dog” and “might makes 
right.” All natural history supports that view. And dictatorships 
fully conform to it, which is why monarchy and dictatorships are 
natural, whereas democracies are abnormal or unnatural. 
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SINCE THE essence of every democratic government, there- 
fore, is the Golden Rule, you can easily measure the vigor of our 
democracy by examining yourselves and your associaties. How 
much Golden Rule is demonstrated here in America? Don't de- 
bate such rhetorical questions in the abstract. Suppose you 
dropped a $5 bill in the restaurant, as you paid your luncheon 
check. And suppose, further, that the waiter or any other diner 
saw you drop that $5. You can measure the future expectancy 
of this American republic by what our citizens will do in such a 
situation. If a majority will call the loss to your attention, or 
report their finding the money, to the management, then our 
democracy is still well insured, for they are demonstrating the 
Golden Rule. We can also count on their granting similar favors 
to minority factions in the realm of religion or race. But if a 
majority of our citizens will pocket the money, and make no dili- 
gent effort to return it to the rightful owner, then you might 
as well prepare for dictatorship, for the American public no 
longer applies the Golden Rule. It will then be only a matter of 
time before Fascism is on the throne in Washington, D. C. 
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iT REALLY makes little difference whether a dictator is 
American-born or comes from Europe, Asia or other continents. 
What organizations, therefore, are diligently laboring in this 
country to teach our youth that they ought to give the $5 bill 
back io its real owner? What organizations are zealously trying 
to offset the natural and age-old rule of force, by the unnatural 
but laudable Golden Rule? The churches may not be perfect, but 
~ they are the best guarantees we have for the continuity of our 
American type of democracy. You better get behind them quickly, 
too, for they are a greater protection to our form of govern- 
ment that a million airplanes and battleships. 


Veteran of Stage

HE name Effie Shannon may not mean much to the young 
T bloods who are just growing up to appreciate their legiti- 

mate theater, but to the old-timers who can go back two, 
three or even four decades, it is a nostalgic name, reminiscent 
of the great days of the theater.

“But when the offer came, 
the idea of again going on tour was so thrilling that I just 
couldn't say ‘no.’” A remarkably young looking woman for her 
age, she has to “age” herself for the role of Esther Crampton 
in “Morning’s at Seven” and so she wears a white wig and 
affects an uncertain walk. Her own hair is still blond and 
her own walk is anything but uncertain. “The public is not 
satisfied with anything less than white hair for a grand- 
mother role,” she laughed. “And while mothers and grand- 
mothers in real life often look almost as young as their 
daughters, in the theater the public demands the demure, 
white-haired, sit-by-the-fire type. Not that I mind in the least. 
It has been the mother, grandmother, aunt and grand-dame 
roles that have kept me busy since I have grown too old 
to play romantic leading ladies.”

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Why Muscles 
Get Flabby If 
Not Exercised

HY do muscles that are not 
exercised get flabby? 

The contraction of a muscle, 
simple and frequent as such an 
act is, results in some of the most 
complicated chemical and structural 
changes that can occur in the body. 
Energy is released because oxygen 
unites with sugar, just as oxygen 
uniting with gasoline releases en- 
ergy in your motor car. Water 
and lactic acid are formed as by- 
products. Structurally some of the 
muscle cells are broken down or at 
least temporarily diminished in size. 
The muscle cells absorb from the 
surrounding blood plasma food ma- 
terials. When exercise is regular 
there is a constant change of some 
of the elements of the muscle cells. 
The fibrous portions of the muscle 
cell become hardened and tough. 
The cells become larger, firmer, and 
there is an increase in the number 
of muscle cells. Lack of use reverses 
all these processes, resulting in a 
soft, flabby, easily tiring muscle. 

oR 
CAN A PERSON live with one 
kidney and be healthy? 


This is a question that thousands 
of people have had to answer for 
themselves personally, and admit- 
tedly it is an anxious one. But it 
can be answered affirmatively. A 
person with one kidney lives just 
as long as a person with two. A 
kidney must be removed either be- 
cause of tuberculosis or a kidney 
stone which has caused infection 
and destruction. With modern 
methods of examination, the func- 
tional capacity of each kidney can 
be tested separately and it can 
be determined that the kidney that 
is to remain can do all the work of 
excretion for the whole body. The 
kidneys work in their own fashion 
—probably not more than a third 
of the kidney tissue works at any 
one time; then it rests and another 
third carries on. When one kid- 
ney is removed, the other enlarges 
to compensate. 
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A READER, 45 years old, who 
has never had a toothache or had 
a tooth pulled, writes that his wis- 
dom teeth came in late, and that 
two of them are not completely 
erupted yet. Should they be pulled 
because they do not present a 
chewing surface? 


In the absence of any trouble, 
toothache or decay, it would cer- 
tainly be the censensus of conserv- 
ative opinion that wisdom teeth, 
whether erupted or not, should be 
let alone. Perhaps a dental X-rays» 
would be advisable in view of the 
tendency to later eruption, to see 
that they are not impacted, and 
not infringing on nerve trunks or 
other teeth, though in the absence 
of toothache or discomfort such a 
contingency is rather remote. Wis- 
dom teeth are probably not neces- 
sary, as is proved by the fact that 
many are able to chew well with- 
out them, and because they are 
semi-vestigial structures they are 
more liable to deterioration than 
other teeth, but if free from decay, 
firm and have live, healthy pulps, 
they will function well and should 
be allowed to do so.

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Discipline in 
School Should 
Be “Individual

66 HO was that? The scholar 
W who did that raise his 
hand.” 

No hand is raised and the angry 
teacher repeats the order. “The 
boy who threw that paper wad 
raise his hand.” Still no hand is 
raised. 

“Very well. Nobody did it I sup- 
pose. I just imagined it. Very well. 
If, by 3 o’clock, the boy who did it 
does not own up, and nobody in- 
forms upon him, the whole class 


will stay in for half an hour every 
day for the week.” 


Now some of the children have 
work to do after school. Some 
of them have special lessons by 
appointment. Some have appoint- 
ments with the doctor or the den- 
tist or the relatives of the family. 
Parents expect the children at the 
usual hour. All that is disregarded. 
The whole class stays in, silent, re- 
bellious and sullen. 

One boy offended. He did not 
confess and nobody will tell on him. 
That is the code of the school. To 
expect the class to tell is to expect 
them to dishonor themselves, To 
punish them for not dishonoring 
themselves is silly. It is also un- 
just. Nobody should be, nobody is, 
in a sane community, punished for 
what someone else has done. Yet 
the teacher who is credited with 
being a leader of childhood forgets 
all this and keeps the class in after 
school for five afternoons. 


Of course, the parents complain. 
The teacher by this time feels she 
must justify herself. She stands 
firmly on her authority. The prin- 
cipal usually feels he cannot inter- 
fere. The children get the idea 
that there is no justice, no fair- 
ness in these people, and lose faith 
and trust in them. That means 
a loss in discipline, work and school 
spirit, It is all too bad. 


x * * 

WHEN A PUPIL does something 
that demands investigation and 
punishment, make the investigation 
but don’t ask other children to tell 
on their companion—unless the of- 
fense is extremely grave and in- 
volves the pupil in matters that call 
for the police and the courts. School 
offenses are rarely, very rarely, 
that grave. 


Whispering, throwing wads of 
paper, giggling and the like, are 
not worth taking school time for 
correction. The fault is not with 
the pupils, but lies in the teaching. 
Children who are being well taught 
are centered on the work before 
them and there is no talking, no 
misconduct that calls for an inter- 
ruption of the work. In properly 
conducted classrooms whispering, 
communications of many sorts, co- 
operation, action, are the right kind 
of behavior. In the classroom of 
the unprepared, undirected, un- 
knowing teacher, the whispering, 
giggling, shoving, tossing of notes 
and wads are the expression of 
boredom. There is no need for in- 
vestigation and wholesale punish- 
ment, The cause is plain. Better 
teaching will bring better behavior. 


Parents have the right and the 
duty to protest against group pun- 
ishment. It is unjust, ineffective, 
wasteful. It is the indication of 
misdirected teaching, and the teach- 
ing needs remedial attention. Dis- 
cipline, like instruction, should be 
individual, suited to the needs of 
the pupil under consideration. The 
class ought not to be held account- 
able for the misdeed of one pupil.

The Southernaires, Who Sing Here Tomorrow Night, Have Drawn 15,000 Letters in One Week.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.

0: course, there is no sure way 


of knowing just how many 

people attend the Sunday 
morning service, ushered in by the 
foregoing lines, conducted by the 
Southernaires of the “little weath- 
er-beaten, white-washed church.” 
It is true, however, that one week 
their leader’s prose-poem descrip- 
tion of home brought 15,000 letters 
requesting copies of the reading. 
He and the other Southernaires 
have been broadcasting sermons, 
hymns, spirituals and old favorite 
melodies for 11 years, and now at 
National Broadcasting Co. studios 
they are considered less a program 
than an institution. Their pro- 
grams come into St. Louis every 
Sunday morning at 9:30 a. m. over 
KWK. 


As most ministers well know, 
there are many sincerely religious 
people who do not regularly go to 
church each Sunday morning. 
Some are unable because of phys- 
ical affliction, and others have rea- 
sons of their own. The non-secta- 
rian Sunday morning broadcast of 
the Southernaires has reached a 
surprising number of these stay-at- 
homes. It has reached a remark- 
able number of others who have 
dropped or who have never held 


chur filiations. 
A g the admirers of the 
Sougmernaires are the deeply de- 


vout and those who have strayed 
from the path of religious observ- 
ance, the saint and the sinner, and 
every loyal member and sympa- 
thizer of the Barbershop Quartet 
Singing Socjety of America, who 
could no more resist the soft, close 
harmony of the four Negro singers 
than a swing addict could close his 
ears to Benny Goodman’s clarinet. 

Just how seriously the group’s 
leader and the rest are received 
by members of their radio audi- 
ence is indicated by the fact that 
a substantial part of the income of 
the quartet and their accompanist 
consists of fees for appearances at 
private affairs ranging from fu- 
nerals to stag parties. One New 
York woman pays them $1000 each 
year to conduct a church service 
a single Sunday at her home. 
Three wealthy families, instead of 
sending flowers to the funerals of 
friends, employ The Southernaires 
to sing at the obsequies. Not in- 
frequently they are hired for wed- 
dings. For several years they have 
appeared at the annual dinner in 
St. Louis given by James Kearney 
of the Kearney Electric Co., for 
employes and friends, at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association. Tomor- 
row night they will give a public 
concert at Municipal Auditorium in 
St. Louis. 


The Southernaires are Homer 
Smith, top tenor; Lowell Peters, 
second tenor; J. Stone Toney, bari- 
tone; William Edmonson, bass, and 
Spencer Odom, accompanist-ar- 
ranger. Edmonson is the leader 
whose preaching has stirred radio 
listeners, and his sermons are 
written by Smith, a former divinity 
student, whose tenor is less suited 
to the discourses than Edmonson’s 
mellow bass. 

Smith, as spokesman for the 
group, says that the most remark- 
able reaction to the program comes 
from correspondents who “want to 
cry.” 

“Fully one-half of our letters,” 
Smith said, “praise or request one 
song or the other because the writ- 
ers said it made them cry. Most 
of our requests are for hymns. I'd 
say the most popular was “The Old 
Rugged Cross.’ Next are the spir-

We 
have one patron who has us sing 
regularly at his affairs, who will 
ask us for one certain number, and 
no sooner do we begin it, than 
he gets up and leaves the room.

Mincemeat Cookie Sandwiches. 

Three cups all-purpose flour, one 
teaspoon soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one cup shortening, one cup 
light brown sugar firmly packed, 
two and one-half cups quick rolled 
oats, one-half cup buttermilk, one 
pound jar mincemeat, 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with soda and salt into mixing 
bowl.

UDGING from the recent seif- 
rating examination, the greatest 
fault of the average player is his 
inability to rise to unusual circum- 
stances. Let us reconsider question

What call do you make? 

Of the approximate 25,000 answers 
sent in to me for grading, only 4 
per cent agreed with the official 
answer, four spades. Slightly more 
than half of all the answers re- 
ceived gave four hearts as the most 
effective bid Sout? could make: 
about 25 per cent voted for four 
diamonds; about 15 per cent chose 
the remarkable, I might say inex- 
plicable, bid of five clubs; and fin- 
ally, there were more than a few 
votes for four no trump. 

The fact that I did not consider 
four hearts a really bad answer is 
attested by my failure to assign any 
demerits to that call. Indeed, if 
the examinees who chose the four 
heart bid intended to bid six dia- 
monds at their next opportunity 
(if they had one) I would be strong- 
ly inclined to give them credits 
rather than demerits. As I have 
said, however, there was no way of 
determining future intentions and, 
inSofar as one single bid is con- 
cerned, there is no question in my 
mind that the recommended four 
spade cue bid had more potential 
advantages than any other. 

One of these was stressed in the 
official answer, viz, that by bid- 
ding four spades and eventually 
buying the contract in hearts or 
diamonds, South might well coax a 
club lead from the opponents. Then 
it would not be too remote a hope 
that dummy’s spades could be dis- 
carded on declarer’s side suit after 
trumps were drawn. I very much 
fear that the prime reason for the 
failure of most examinees to select 
the four spade answer was the ex- 
tremely simple fact that they did 
not think of it.

West opened the four of hearts 
and declarer won in his own hand 
with the king. He could see at once 
that his only problem was in the 
minor suits. If a trump trick were 
not lost, a club trick could be given 
away with impunity. If a trump 
trick had to be lost, however, some 
precaution had to be taken against 
the lass of a club trick. 

With this in mind, declarer pro- 
ceeded to strip the hand before 
drawing trumps. As a safety meas- 
ure, the ace of trumps was laid 
down first. Then followed three 
rounds of spades. South discard- 
ing a club. Tie ace of hearts was 
cashed and a low heart was ruffed. 
Now South was in position for his 
trump play. 

A low trump was led and, West 
followed low, dummy’s jack was 
finessed. When it held, the con- 
tract, of course, was safe. 

South did not care whether or not 
the trump finesse worked. If East 
happened to hold the queen of dia- 
monds, he would win that trick, but 
then would be obliged to lead a club 
up 60 dummy’s tenace, or a major 
suit card which would give declarer 
a ruff and a discard. In either 
case, declarer would lose no club 
trick.

The National Labor Relatior 
Board was severely criticised te 
day by the United States Circui 
Court of Appeals for the Eigh 
Circuit in an opinion in which th 
court refused to issue a writ, re 
quested by the Labor Board, orde 
ing the International Shoe Co. t 
drop recognition of a local unio! 


\ at its plant at Hannibal, Mo. 


The Labor Board had contended 


hat the union, called the West 
ern Brotherhood of Sohe and Rut 
ber Workers, was a compan 
union, founded and dominated b 
the company. To build up thi 
contention, the Circuit Court o 
Appeals said, the Labor Board in 
dulged in the “labored distortior 
of innocent and harmless re 
marks.” 

“Some regtraint is exercised,” th 
bpinion continued, “when we sa 
only that a hodge-podge of sus 
picions, far-fetched inferences an 
pure guesses the like of this on 
not- often has been built up.” 

On Study of the Record. 

“One who studies the record té 
find in it evidence that the com 
pany dominated the Brotherhooc 
will be at a loss, we think, to find | 
that evidence. 

“Indeed, extended comment fs 
impossible. We find nothing that 
one trained in the law, and true to 
the traditions of the law, would 
characterize as substantial ev 
dence, even as a scintilla of ev 
dence, and nothing that within th 
more liberal standards of the Nz 
tional Labor Relations Act can b 
called substantial evidence.” 

The opinion was written by Dis 


trict Judge Merrill E. Otis of Ka 
City, who was sitting on th 
ppellate bench, and was co 
curred in by Judges Kimbroug 
Stone and Archibald K. Gardner. 
Had 46-Day Hearing. 
_ The Labor Board’s order had 
Deen issued in May, 1939, and ar 
appeal was taken by the shoe com 
pany. The board’s order was based 
on the intermediate report of Tris 
Examiner David F. Smith of Was 
ington, who conducted a 46-da 
nearing against the company a 
Hannibal in the spring of 1938. 
The opinion stated that for i 
conclusions that the shoe compan 
dominated the brotherhood, the
